Report on Biblical Recorder 


Your committee on Biblical Recorder, beg’ to submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

We find that the Biblical Recorder stands for five funda- 
mental things that are necessary to the establishment and the ad- 
vancement of our Lord’s Kingdom in the hearts of the people. 

First: Evangelization, which means the winning of souls to 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Second: Enlightenment. As the soul needs instructions in the 
way of righteousness. 

Third — Edification. For the souls that are saved need to be 
built up in faith and works. 

Fourth: Enlistment. For the souls that have neen saved, in- 
structed and built up in faith and works, must be put to worthy 
and specific use. 

Fifth: Equipment for the most efficient service in the various 
departments of denominational and world-wide Christian work. 

For the efficient Baptist, then, there are three imperatives: 

First, to read. Second, to read for efficiency, as in the various 
professions men read books and papers that will make them more 
capable and effective. So the church member should read that 
literature which will make him more capable and effective as a 
Christian. 

Third: Read the denominational journals. 

The goal before us is the efficient church member. To be ef- 
ficient he must be informed. To be informed, he must utilize the 
agency of the religious press. And the most effective religious 
journal is the denominational papers. 

The Biblical Recorder occupies a sphere that nothing else in 
all the world can occupy. 

The pulpit can never be displaced by anything else, but in the 
nature of things it cannot be so didactic, frequent and extensive 
as the paper which seconds and supplements the regnant voice 
of the pulpit. 

Good books cannot alone keep the loyal Christian in the fore- 
front of our advancing church life. 
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The secular press, hospitable as it is to churcli news, cannot 
always either full or accurate; and it cannot undertake to set forth 
distinctive views or to publish continual appeals for various de- 
nominational enterprises. 

We are therefore shut up to the denominational papers as the 
one great agency for unifying, enlightening and upbuilding its 
constituency. 

The conclusion is therefore that no church will be thoroughly 
efficient unless its members read the Biblical Recorder, the Home 
Field and the Foreign Mission Journal. 

The Mission and work which the Biblical Recorder has been 
doing all these years is far reaching in its effects upon our de- 
nominational life and prosperity. 

In conclusion, your committee is aware of the fact that the 
Recorder has met one of the most critical periods in its history 
and we would recommend that all the churches in the Kings 
Mountain Association stand by the management of the Recorder 
in whatever plan or plans it may inaugurate for the maintenance 
of the denominational paper.

Report on Temperance 

While the great war on intemperance has by no means been 
fought to a successful close the Christian forces may well rejoice 
in the progress made and the victories already won. More than 
more is the manufacture, sale and use of intoxicanis being looked 
upon not only as a menace to moral uprightness, out also as detri- 
mental to the social and civic welfare of communities, states and 
nations. This is shown by the fact that many industrial enter- 
prises, such as railroads, factories, states even nations, are pro- 
hibiting the use of strong drink as a matter of economic policy. 

The growing sentiment for temperance is placing the ban on 
the use of tobacco, the various forms of dope drinks, and other 
useless and injurious indulgences as well as on alcoholic bever- 
ages. These forms of intemperance if less marked and immediate 
in their destructive results are none the less devastating to body, 
mind and morals, especially in the young. 

The greatest factors in the growth of public sentiment and 
the advancement of the temperance cause are the Christian min- 
isters and Christian churches. Our own Association has stood 
through the years in the forefront of the battle for progressive 
temperance legislation and strict law enforcement. We may well 
be proud of our record in this field of service. 

But much work remains to be done. We must not relax our 
efforts or disband our forces until our land is freed from this 
mighty enemy, so strongly entrenched in custom, vested selffish- 
ness and unregenerate depravity. The next great “drive” in this 
“war to the death” should be a united offensive on all fronts to 
secure by Federal enactment, a constitutional Amendment forever 
prohibiting the manufacture, sale or importation of intoxicating 
drinks. 

We call upon our pastors, Sunday School workers and all our 
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membership to plan, labor, pray and live to this end.

Report on Pastoral Support 

To the Kings Mountain Baptist Association: 

Whatever progress has been made in enthroning the King- 
dom of God in the hearts of the Baptist brotherhood is due in the 
largest measure to the efforts of our leaders to-wit: the pastors. 
They are indeed our leaders and must be fed as well as followed. 
All over the land there is a great demand for more ministers and 
better ministers. A better, more loyal and substantial support 
for those we already have in service would make, the work of the 
ministry more alluring. 

The demands of the present age are for more active, able, con- 
secrated, forceful, and intelligent leadership in our churches. The 
church must keep up with the progress, of civilization or lose its 
dominant place in it. The ministry must make divine worship 
attractive, not with form but with the substance, truths taught 
forcefully until they forcibly grip the human soul with an abiding 

interest. 

Candor compels us to admit, and the record shows that the 
support we have extended our pastors is entirely inadequate to 
justify the demands we make of them. Omitting vhe churches in 
Shelby and Kings Mountain and considering the others as rural, 
the average allowance paid the ministers in this association last 
year was less than $375.00, or approximately $1.00 per day, a sum 
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entirely out of keeping* with the character of the service demanded. 

Therefore, considering the dangers of an unorganized sys- 
tem with no definite business methods applied and in force we do 
recommend: First, that a system be adopted whereby each mem- 
ber shall pledge and pay a definite sum each service during the 
year. 

Second, that some steps be taken at this Association whereby 
the churches may be grouped into compact fields with a pastor’s 
home located in the midst: Third, that, where weaker churches 
are so grouped into a compact field and are financially unable 
to adequately sustain a pastor, some plan be devised whereby con- 
tributions may be made to enlarge the salary of such pastors.

Report on Sunday Schools 

At the close of the Convention year November 30th, 1915 of 
the forty two churches in our Association, only one Had no Sunday 
school. During that year we made a gain in membership of three 
hundred and ninety three. We also find a more general interest 
in the cause than formally. There seems to be a steady healthy 
growth. We believe that Sentiment is showing a desire for bet- 
ter things, improved buildings and equipment and grading the 
schools to improve the organization. These conditions show the 
work of the Sunday School hopeful. While the conditions seem the 
best in our history, the work is far from what it should be or 
what it is possible for it to be. 

It is a painful fact that, out of the 8344 church mem- 
bers in the Kings Mountain Association, only 5481 are enlisted 
in Sunday school. This fact becomes peculiarly acute when we 
realize that w r e are living in an age where there are more frivi- 
lous things than ever before to draw the mind away from the

things that pertain to the eternal. 

Believing the Sunday School work is missionary rather than 
administrative, that the mind is the feeder of the soul, receiving- 
much of its food from the Sunday School, and that the work is an 
effort to obey Him who said: “Teaching- them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you” we deem it dangerous for the 
soul to exist without a knowledge of the truths written in the 
book of God. 

Believing it possible for the Sunday School zo plant these 
truths deep enough in the hearts of our young people that in after 
life they will cling to the concience like burrs, we would urge all 
Sunday School workers to press the work vigorously 

We need a vision of the power and place of the Sunday School 
and a task in it for every church member. To have the vision 
and not try to perform the task is only a dream. To try to per- 
form the task and not have the vision is pure drudgery. 

We urge every teacher and worker to catch the vision and 
secure the best books and tracts on teaching the lesson in order 
to be better prepared to perform the task. A task, all of which 
is “Building for eternity.”

It was also ordered that the report on 
Foreign Missions be read at this hour. 
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Report on State Missions 

The plan of work laid clown by our Lord contemplated the 
subjugation of every soul in all the world to the reign of Christ 
beginning at Jerusalem, extending through Judea, Samaria and 
unto the uttermost part of the earth. Each Christian should ex- 
tend the knowledge of the Gospel as far as his influence reaches, 
and then by co-operation in every organized movement, help carry 
it to others who have it not. State Missions are fundamental, be- 
cause just in proportion as we increase our strength at the base of 
supplies will we be able to cope with the situation in all its vari- 
ous phases. Nearly half our churches have been organized -by our 
state missionaries and these churches are contributing two-thirds 
of all that is given to carry on the Lord’s work at home and abroad. 
About eighty thousand persons have been baptized by our state 
missionaries since the organization of the Baptist State Conven- 
tion, an average of more than one thousand each year, the num- 
ber last year being 3,687. We have 148 men working under the 
State Board this year and the work is laid out on a basis of 
$55,000.00. Our greatest destitution is in Eastern North Caro- 
lina, there being twenty counties in which only one person in 38 
is a Biptist, while average for the entire state is one in six and in 
Western North Carolina, one in four. We also have our mill 
towns, where large numbers are congregating, who need the Gos- 
pel of Christ. And then the work of developing and enlisting our 
forces should have immediate attention. We consider all sections 
where our teachings are not known and practiced, as missionary 
territory, no difference who may have preceded us there. Our as- 
sociation reports a little more than thirteen cents per capita for 
this object during the year just closed. Let all the pasters and 
brethren rally to this important phase of our work.

Our Foreign Mission work is the effort on our part to carry out 
the last commission of our Lord, to go into all the world and 
make disciples of all the nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father and of the Son and the Holy Ghost, teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you. The chal- 
lenge of the hour to all our churches is the present call of our 
Foreign Mission work. The conditions of the world today are giv- 
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in g tremendous empahsis to the fact that all men need a simple 
New Testament religion. The heathen nations are awakening in 
a wonderful way and inquiring for the way of life and the path of 
peace. The doors are wide open. The people are more acces- 
sible than ever before. The harvest fields are ripe and we shall now 
thrust in the sickle and reap on a scale that will far transcend 
anything in the past. A review of the report to our last South- 
ern Baptist Convention shov/s the following faces: Ninety-five 
self supporting churches, six thousand four hundred and seventy- 
one baptisms, seventy-seven new churches organized and the per 
capita contributions in heathen and pagan fields was thiee dollars. 
There are now three hundred and fifteen missionaries j twenty- 
two having gone out during the last year. There are one hundred 
and sixty-six ordained and five hundred and thirty-one unordained 
native helpers. On pagan fields there was one baptism foi eve i\ 
six members and on papal fields one for every seven while in Noith 
Carolina there was one for fifteen and in the Kings Mountain As- 
sociation one for every twenty-one. The sum of giving to this 
great cause has grown from year to year. As we nave seen our 
Lord’s work prospering at the distant outposts, and have felt 
the reflex blessings of our giving in the increasing prosperity at 
home we have enlarged our gifts. In 1908 the North Carolina 
Baptists gave to all Missions the sum of $86,461.74. In 1915 our re- 
ports shows that we contributed $131,098.66 and $49,542.26 was 
for Foreign Missions. One of the great needs is Missionary in- 
formation and Missionary conviction. It is our duty to know, and 
we are untrue to Christ until we do know. We owe to Him to 
know all we can about His Kingdom and its needs. It is our duty 
to give the subject the same painstaking study and investigation 
that we give our business affairs. The time has come when busi- 
ness men must put some of their business sense and ability on the 
altar of service for the King. Knowledge concerning this work 
has been taken from the pastor, the Woman’s Missionary So- 
ciety and the associational visitor for too long. It is incumbent 
on each one to study the subject of Missions and inform himself 
of the needs. We would urge upon our churches and pastors, the 
importance of Mission study classes, not only for the women, but 
for the men as well. We would also urge the every member can- 
vass as a means by which an opportunity may be given to all our 
members. We recommend the Combined Journal, The Home 
and Foreign Field, price 50c per year, and the Missionary Re- 
view of the World.

Annual Report Trustees Boiling Springs High School 

To the King’s Mountain and Sandy Run Baptist Associations: — 

In submitting this our ninth annual report of the Boiling 
Springs High School, we desire to express our profound gratitude 
to our Heavenly Father for His guidance and numberless blessings 
during these twelve eventful years since the first steps were taken 
in connection with the building of this school — years have meant 
so much for the cause of Christian education in this territory. 

All things considered, the past year has been the most success- 
ful in the history of your school. Year by year it grows in the es- 
timation of the public and its area of patronage continues to widen. 
Still a number of churches in these two Associations are not rep- 
resented -in its student body, but we do not believe this conition 

will long exist. These churches can not afford to miss the strength- 
ening influence of this school on the young membership of the 
churches. The total enrollment last year was 259, which was an in- 
cease of 25 over the previous year. 
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The last graduating’ class numbered 20, five of them being 
young men and fifteen young ladies, the largest class in the history 
of the school. Since the establishment of the school, 88 have grad- 
uated while hundreds of others have laid foundations broad and 
deep for useful manhood and womanhood. Many of our graduates 
have since graduated from the best colleges and universities of 
the land and stand in their respective fields of endeavor, two of 
them now being teachers in our school. 

The total cost of operating the school last year, including the 
boarding department, was $11,354.75. If all accounts now due 
for last year are collected there will be a small surplus, after pay- 
ing all expenses, to be applied to much needed permanent im- 
provements. 

Teachers 

Adhering to the long-established rule of employing only col- 
lege graduates as teachers, your board is pleased to report the 
retention of all last year’s teachers. All have proven themselves 
to be eminently fitted for their respective positions. To meet the 
urgent and growing need of such a school, your Board found it 
necessary to add two new departments to the school at the be- 
ginning of the present term, to-wit: Domestic Science 

with Miss Jessie T. Pangle, a graduate of Carson-Newman Col- 
lege, of Jefferson City, Tenn., as teacher; and a Commercial De- 
partment, with Mr. Yates Blanton, a graduate of Cecil Business 
College, as teacher. Miss Pangle also has charge of the Art De- 
partment. 

The following constitute the faculty for the present term with 
the work assigned each, to-wit: J. D. Huggins, principal, Math- 
ematics and Science; Miss Etta Curtis, lady principal, Inter- 
mediate Department; Miss Euphemia Watson, Intermediate De- 
partment; O. Paul Hamrick, Bursar, Department of English; Miss 
Euzelia Hamrick, Latin and History; Rev. T. C. Holland, Bible 
Department; Miss Patsy A. Walser, Director of Music; Miss Jes- 
sie T. Pangle, Art and Domestic Science; Miss Ethel Wolford, Pri- 
mary Department; Yates Blanton, Commercial Department; and 
Mrs. Lillian M. Ritch, Matron and Inspector of Boys’ Dormitory. 
The marked efficiency of Mrs. Ritch as Matron is clearly demon- 
strated by the fact that she furnished good board the first month 
of the present term at $6.20 per student, notwithstanding the 
high price of living. 

Improvements 

In addition to the steam heating plant in main building as 
reported last year, a separate and distinct plant of same kind was 
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Installed in the Boys’ Dormitory and the Moore Cottage last fall 
at a cost of $775.00. Messrs E. B. Hamrick, Wylie Hamrick, 0. 
Paul Hamrick and George P. Glenn furnished the money for the 
Installation of this plant and hold the title thereto till such time 
as the trustees will be able to buy it in. A resonable charge is 
made for heat and out of this income a dividend of 8 per cent 
Is paid the above gentlemen. It is hoped that a surplus can be 
accumulated from this source with which to purchase the plant in 
a few years. 

The system of water works which was in course of construc- 
tion at time of our last annual report is now completed, works 
perfectly, is paid for, lacking only $50, and cost $1,045.91. We 
owe this most valuable improvement to the faithful and persist- 
ent efforts of our very highly appreciated lady principal, Miss 

Etta Curtis. 

The addition of two new departments to the school necessi- 
tated additional recitation rooms. Not having space in the main 
building for these, the old church building has neen converted 
into three attractive class rooms at a total cost of approximately 
$175.00. These rooms are occupied by the Primary, Art and Do- 
mestic Science Departments. These rooms have t)een furnished 
at a cost of about $150.00. The total value of your plant is now 
approximately $45,000. 

The church and the school are taking, steps to beautify the 
grove and grounds in front of the main building under the super- 
vision of a landscape architect. This will add materially to the 

beauty of the park. 

Needed Improvements 

For the preservation of the buildings as well as improve- 
ment in their appearance, the buildings should be painted at once 
both inside and out. To longer delay will mean deterioration. Ad- 
ditional furniture is greatly needed in the auditorium and recita- 
tion rooms. It is impossible for your board to meet these re- 
quirements from the income from tuition without making our 
rates too high to successfully compete with other schools of like 
grade. 

It is to be hoped that, at no distant date, some way will be 
found by which an additional building may be erected as it is so 
much needed. This building should contain a large auditorium, 
society halls, music rooms, a library, etc. This would leave ad- 
ditional space in main building for recitation rooms or dormi- 
tory space. It would be so appropriate if this building could be 
known as the Dobbins-Dixon Memorial Building in honor of the 
two pioneer Baptist preachers, Revs. Drury Dobbins and Thomas 
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Dixon, who did so much for the Baptist denomination in all this 
section. Let us hope that God will put it into the hearts of some 
of our noble men and women to provide means lor this building. 

Old Indebtedness 

To us this subject is painful. Your board has twice announced 
to the Associations that a sufficient sum had been subscribed to 
liquidate the old indebtedness. We promised you that we would 
never call on you again for this purpose, but conditions are such 
that we feel it our duty to place the facts before you and to ask 
you to take such course as you think proper. At the 1914 ses- 
sions of the Associations we stated that we ho^ed to collect as 
much as $875.00 to be paid within one year with interest from 
date and with the sum then available we hoped to wipe out all of 
the old indebtedness. You made the subscriptions and if all had 
paid we would now be out of debt, but, alas! much of the amount 
subscribed at the sesions named is still due. We are still in debt, 
principal and interest, about $1000.00. Against this we have sub- 
scriptions due aggregating about $1600, same being balance due 
from various campaigns for funds. Of this sum #435. 00 are due 
on the 1914 subscriptions made by the churches and members at 
associations. In other words, a little more than half the sum 
subscribed at that time has been paid. We should explain, how- 
ever, that $175.00 of the above balance was made with the un- 
derstanding that same should be paid when the remaining money 
is in hand to pay the debt. One other subscription for $250 made 
in 1912 was on like condition. Your board has made many urgent 
but fruitless efforts to collect the back subscriptions. What shall 
we do? In view of the fact that the present and former trustees 
have paid more than half the money collected for our school, 
we cannot think the Associations desire or will permit the trus- 
tees to pay this deficit. The case is with you. 

Ministerial Education 

Like other institutions of this kind, we always admit min- 
isterial students free of tuition. As a rule, they are an exemp- 
lary set of young men and exercise a most wholesome influence 
over the student body. As the school has no source of income 
other than tuition and must provide instruction for the minister- 
ial students, we are forced to look to the Associations for a sum 
sufficient to cover their tuition. It is hoped that the Association 
will make some permanent arrangement for meeting this need. 

Trustees 

The terms of the following members of this Board expire 
this year by limitation, leaving vacancies to be filled as follows, 
to-wit: King’s Mountain Association — L. S. Hamrick, J. F. 
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Moore, Carme Elam, N. B. Hamrick, and E. B. Hamrick, Sandy 
Run Association — T. M. Holland, G. S. Hawkins, P. R. Green, M. 
M. Green, and A. L. Jolley. The removal of Rev. J. R. Miller 
from the Kings Mountain Association leaves a vacancy to fill by 

that body; this term will expire in 1917. 

Principal’s Report 

The following extract from the recent report of the Principal 
minister receive a copy of the catalogue each ygar. We earnestly 
solicit a continuation of your hearty co-operation. 

Christain Development. 

Your school has, at all times, and will ever stress the supreme 
importance of Christianity in the intellectual development of the 
young. To this end special stress is placed on the Bible Depart- 
ment which is under the instruction of Rev. T. C. Holland, pastor 
of the Boiling Springs Baptist Church, who has proven himself 
to be a most efficient teacher. All students are required to attend 
church and Sunday School each Sunday. The student body has, at 
all times, maintained a Y. M. C. A. and a Y. W. C. A There is also 
a weekly prayer meeting and a B. Y. P. U. at the church which all 
students have an opportunity to attend. All students are required 
to attend devotional exercises each morning. As an evidence of 
the value of a Christain institution like ours, we point with pride 
to the efficient services for the Master that are being rendered by 
our students on their return to their home churches.

Report on Education 

We are taught in the Bible to seek for knowledge. It is also 
said wisdom is better than gold. And it is tiue that a man of 
knowledge is man of power. In all ages men of knowledge have 
been men of power and have mainly ruled the world. Hence men 
have been striving and seeking after knowledge. Good and wise 
men have seen the need of institutions of learning and they have 
been established. Our states foster the public school system which 
we now have and school houses adorn oui country fiom one side 
to the other. In this progress we all rejoice. But our public 
schools and state institutions are not intended and they cannot give 
all the training that our people need. We have a system of Bap- 
tist Schools in North Carolina at present containing sixteen high 
schools and three colleges. By these schools maintained by us, we 
do not antagonize, but we supplement the work or our state. While 
recognizing the rig'ht of the state to maintain a system of schools, 
we also insist that the state recognize our right and duty, as a 
body of Christians, to provide and foster a system of schools in 
which shall be given religious training for our young people. Wake 
Forest College has begun the new nession with a larger enroll- 
ment than ever before to date, with students representing eighty- 
five counties in North Carolina, nine states — Cuba and China. 
Meredith College has also had an opening which Is very encourag- 
ing, with all its rooms already occupied by students and with its 
increased efficiency along many lines, this college Is, and will be- 
come, more and more a mighty agency in building up the King- 
dom of God at home and abroad. Chowan College, located in 
the east, under the wise management and leadersnip of Professor 
Lineberry, has also had an opening which is gratifying to all, and 
this college enters upon a period of greater usefulness and power. 
We commend our secondary Schools and Colleges to the denomi- 
nation as affording the very best places for the training of our 
boys and girls for the higher duties of life and citizenship. The 
one school which touches the life of the Association is Boiling 
Springs High School; where our boys and girls are being trained 
for usefulness in life. The Board of Education or Baptist State 
Convention now seeks to help not only our Colleges and the young 
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men who are studying for the ministry, but also the young women 
who are preparing to be missionaries as well, and this will call 
upon us for larger contributions to this great worx. The Board 
of Education is seeking to raise this year twenty thousand dollars 
for this work and we urge upon the churches of this Association 
that each one shall do its part in this glorious work. 

We recommend heartily, the work of Christian Education upon 
our people and urge them to take it upon their Iiearts and pray 
God’s richest blessings upon it, because of its great importance in 
fostering and building up the Kingdom of our Lord upon the earth.

Report on Orphanage 

The cry of a child in the brink of the river Nile broke the 
heart of a heathen princess. Moses wept and his life was saved 
and the children of Israel were delivered from Egyptian bond- 
age. Now, since Christ glorified childhood has the cry of the child 
been so well understood as it is today. The child is here not by 
his own consent. Life was thrust upon him. He has rights that 
we must respect, and when he cries for justice we must hear and 
heed. Somebody will hear his cry. If Christians do not the devil 
will. Somebody must feed and clothe and train the child. If not 
friends it will be done by his enemies; and he will then render full 
service to his benefactors. 

The orphanage was organized to hear and heecJ this call. It 
has sheltered and train 1702 boys and girls in the 31 years of its 
life but it has not been able to hold out the helping hand to all 
the homeless and needy ones who cried for admittance. Applica- 
tions come in at the rate of fifty the month and not a tithe of this 
number can be received. 

The supreme need of the orphanage is a larger current fund. 
Our present number is 500 with an average cost of $109.09 per 
child or 30 cents the day aggregating a total annual cost of $54,- 
545.00. Greater economy than this should not be practiced but 
others ought to be admitted. Destitute children without the neces- 
sities of life and no moral training in the world are rapidly pass- 
ing into manhood and womanhood. They cannot *>e admitted until 
our current fund is suffiicient to take care of them. 


22 MINUTES KINGS MOUNTAIN BAPTIST ASSOCIATION 


Our orphanage work is constantly being enlarged and still the 
task looms before us as just begun. The work at the Kennedy 
home is moving along nicely. An excellent crop was made last 
year with a neat profit of $897.25 after paying the yearly rental of 
$2,000.00 to Mr. Kennedy for the use of the place during his life 
time. The promise of the present crop is good. The most urgent 
need of the Kennedy home is a suitable chapel for religious service 

Your committee would again recommend: 

1. A liberal Thanksgiving offering emphasizing the import- 
ance of setting apart the income of ONE DAY FOR THE ORPH- 
ANAGE by every man, woman and child in the association, at or 
near the Thanksgiving time. We urge our churches and pastors 
to press this work day plan with all their power. 

2. By a monthly contribution from every Sunday school in 
this Association. The plan not only does more for the cause, but it 
trains our people in the grace of giving as perhaps nothing else 
can. 

3. That every Sunday school take a club of Charity and 
Children and keep in touch with our large growing family. 

With the constantly advancing prices on nearly all of the 
staple articles of living we are running behind from month to 
month with our current expenses. Our present debt is $22,000.00 
with some $12,000.00 in assets and our average daily expense is 
$150.00. We are dependent upon a large Thanksgiving offering 
to give us the extra shove as we enter upon the winter months.

Report on Woman’s Work 

The year’s work of the Woman’s Missionary Union is one 
of progress and increased interest along all lines. The indications 
point to a greater Christian awakening among the women than 
ever before in the history of the work in the Association, espec- 
ially is this true of the young ladies and girls. Five new organ- 
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izations for the young ladies and girls have been perfected during 
the past year, three Sunbeam bands and three Womans’ Mission- 
ary Unions, making a total of eleven new societies for the past 
year, with a membership of approximately seven hundred. Among 
these women and girls there are 15 to 20 who tithe all money under 
their control. Eight or ten Mission Study Classes have been con- 
ducted during the year, thus furnishing a firm foundation on 
which to build the work in later years. , 

The amount contributed by the women and children for the 
year for Missions — home, state, foreign and Louisville training 

School, is $933|63. 

In the report of last year, mention was made of two girls, who 
have definitely decided to do Missionary work. Both of these girls 
were in Boiling Springs High School last year and are there again 
this year. The tuition of one is being cared for by a scholarship 
furnished by the Woman’s Missionary Union of the Kings Moun- 
tain Association. She will complete her course there at the close 
of the present school year and we hope to provide means by which 
she may take a two-year’s course in the Louisville 'Training School. 
The Woman’s Missionary Union also hopes to make this Boiling 
Springs scholarship permanent, thus offering to our girls who de- 
sire to do definite Christian work the advantage of a Christian 

education.

Report on Ministerial Relief 

Your committee on. Ministerial Relief ask to submit the fol- 
lowing* as their report: 

Our Board appointed to aid old ministers who are unable to 
continue active work as pastors, has about thiry-five beneficiaries 
under its care. The Board is helping these old preachers to the 
extent of their ability, or to the extent of the means placed in 
their hands, which is about on an average of one hundred dol- 
lars a year to each. This is a help, but a meager support of these 
worthy fathers.

Report on Home Missions 

The Home Mission Board, located at Atlanta, Georgia, is the 
agency through which Southern Baptists, as a single body, ad- 
dress themselves to the task of saving the lost and building up the 
churches in the whole South. 

The task of Home Mission is immense. The territory served 
by the Home Board embraces 1,000,000 square miles and has in it 
about 36,000,000 people. After counting out 4,000,000 as infants or 
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other irresponsible persons, 18,000,000 persons in the south make 
no profession of religion. 

To meet this immense need last year our Board maintained 
wholly or in part 1,409 missionaries. These reported 43,792 bap- 
tisms and brought into the churches 71,386 persons. They or- 
ganized 167 Baptist churches and 321 Sunday schools. They held 
up before the eyes and hearts of men in more than 5,000 communi- 
ties the Light of the World, the Saviour of mankind. No Mission 
Board in America ever was blessed with such large success or 
such marked evidences of the favor of God on its workers. 

In the mountain section many schools are fostered under this 
Board and in the highlands and on the plains, in the cities and the 
country-side, among white and black, natives and foreigner, in 
Cuba and the Canal zone, messengers of Christ have brought light 
for darkness, and driven out sin with divine love. 

This year the convention has apportioned §438,750 for Home 
Missions, to be raised by Baptist churches in seventeen states. This 
is less than §18 for each church. Nearly every one of the smaller 
and weaker churches are able to raise this amount for so great 
a cause, and thousands of stronger ones should do far more than 
that. 

We recommend: (1) That our churches be encouraged to 
order and use the instructive free tracts of the Board, which tell of 
each phase of its work, and that classes be formed to study its ad- 
mirable book “Baptist Missions in the South,” and its other Mis- 
sion Study books. (2). That earnest prayer be made in all the 
churches for the board and for its work, and that at least one 
sermon yearly be preached in every church on Home Missions. 
(3). That this Association take proper steps to apportion its 
Home Mission apportionment among the churches and publish the 
list in the minutes of our body, also that the matter be pressed 
upon the churches throughout the year.
